WE MUST HAVE SUNLIGHT 
We need the benefit of the sun not only th at 
we may see and keep warm, but th at we may 
retain our good health. 
Sunlight is divided into a large number of 
different light rays, being very complex in its 
nature. The general classification of the rays 
consist as follows, infra red or heat rays, visible 
and ultraviolet rays. 
The ultraviolet rays, although invisible are the 
ones th at are indispensable to animal and plant 
life regardless of the heat and light th at the 
others produce. The most valuable of these ul­ 
traviolet rays are shut out by window glass and 
clothing. The bare skin must be exposed to get 
the benefit from them. 
These life giving rays of the sun penetrate di­ 
rectly into the blood in the skin capillaries caus­ 
ing important changes in the young. 
Bone 
structure is affected and immunity to diseases 
is built up. In older people the ultraviolet ray 
proves a tonic effect which serve to balance the 
bodily functions and build up resistance to ev­ 
eryday disorders from which we are apt to suf­ 
fer. 
One of the most valuable contributions of 
science is the new sun lamps which are now 
coming into general use to supply the needed 
ultraviolet ray to us in winter time when we 
cannot get the direct benefit of the sun. 
These lamps vary in construction and in the 
variety of benefit th at they produce. Some are 
complex and used only by physicians, while oth­ 
ers are designed for home ownership and use. 
They are creating a world of good for the health 
of those who have or who have them or who 
have the privilege of being treated by them. 
Those who are fortunate enough to live in 
warm climate where they can enjoy the benefits 
of the sun the year around should consider 
themselves extremely lucky but those who do 
not now have a great benefactor in these new 
sun lamps which might be termed a fountain 
of health.

In its statistical analysis of crime in the United 
States during eight months of 19 32, the federal 
bureau of investigation discovered th at boys of 
19 have an unfortunately high record of ar­ 
rests. Of 200,000 cases studied, boys of exactly

year age. The 22-year-olds were next, with 24- 
year-olds making ttye third group. Most of the 
young offenders were involved in automobile 
thefts.

REMINISCENCES 


Mr. Ira Rotan of Washington 
township, near Falmouth haffded 
me a historical sketch recently 
which read as follows: “In mem­ 
ory of John Riley, who departed 
this life December 22, 1842, aged 
9 4 years and three days. He was 
one of Morgan’s riflemen in the 
Revolutionary war and was at 
the taking of Burgoyne. 
The 
last 76 years of his life, he spent 
in the service of God. 
His end 
was peaceful.” 
He is buried in 
Hopewell cemetery in Richland 
township. 
Mr. Rotan says the name is 
not on the plate at the court 
house, containing the names of 
Revolutionary soldiers. 
Unfor­ 
tunately, too many of those 
soldiers lie buried in Indiana and 
other states, in unknown graves. 
Just v/hy this one was over­ 
looked, if his grave is marked, is 
only an oversight as the Daugh­ 
ters of the Revolution are patri­ 
otic and careful. In the north­ 
west corner of the Ward land, 
adjoining Sexton, there are two 
Revolutionary soldiers buried. 
Many years ago this land was 
owned by Robert Hamilton and 
early in the seventies a small 
graveyard was there, fenced in, 
and containing several graves. 
G randfather Hamilton told me 
their names but like the graves 
the names are no longer “call­ 
able” nor could I locate the 
graves with certainty. The little 
slabs have disappeared and the 
plowman turns the soil over 
them. 
On the Shipman N e w k i r k , 
farm, 
south 
of Sexton, 
now 
owned by Vorhees Cavitt, is an­ 
other of those deserted grave­ 
yards in which sleep some of the 
Newkirk family — one of whom 
was the wife of Rev. Aaron 
Walker, the celebrated Christian 
preacher.- At one time the late 
John J. O’Neil, a brother-in-law 
of Cavitts, offered to give the 
little grave plot to the relatives 
of the dead, buried there, if they 
would fence and care for it but 
it was not done and now is not. 
It is not likely th at the burial 
place of all the soldiers of the 
Revolutionary war who survived 
the war will ever be known. 
They came west and lived in 
the forests and sleep in graves 
unmarked and unknown. I cer­ 
tainly thank Mr. Rotan and all 
others, who contribute anything 
to the history of Rush county. 
In all wars there are many who 
never return, nor leave trace of 


their last resting place. Watery 
graves hid many millions and 
many thousands 
h a v e 
been 
buried “unknown” on the field, 
where they fell.

In two years he eniered the 
employ of J. H. Mauzy at Rush­ 
ville for two years and then en­ 
tered the firm of *Z. E. Mauzy for 
another two years. He then en­ 
tered the law office of the late 
Ben L. Smith, where he studied

formed a partnership with his 
preceptor, 
which 
lasted

years. He continued in the law 
practice until 1881, when he be­ 
came a member of the “Chaffee 
County Gold and Silver Mining 
Company of Colorado,” to which 
business he gave his whole time 
and attention until 1885, residing 
at Poncha Springs, Colorado. 
He returned to Rushville in 
1885 and 
resumed the practice 
of law. When the Eight Judicial 
Circuit was changed, Mr. Megee 
Was appointed Judge of the Rush 
Circuit court by appointment of 
Governor Samuel Ralston and 
served 
two 
years, 
when 
he 
formed a partnership with Wil­ 
liam L. Newbold. 
He has been 
a member of several law firms, 
namely: Smith, Cullen, Martin, 
and Watson; 
Kiplinger 
and 
Newbold — and has always been 
a loyal Democrat. In the mem­ 
orable session of 1887, (Green 
Smith session) he served as min­ 
ute clerk in the senate. 
He was married to Susan o . 


Sneed, daughter of Wm. C. S. 
Sneedi, formerly of this county. 
By this union there were three 
children—a son and two daugh­ 
ters. The son died early. Ethel 
Megee married Hugh Fleehart 
by whom she had two children 
viz John M. and Florence C. An­ 
na S. Megee married Carl F. fcv- 
eleigh and has a daughter, Sue 
Ann. 
Hugh Fleehart died several 
years ago. Judge Megee is, if not, 
the oldest, among the oldest m a­ 
sons in Rushville and a member 
of the Presbyterian church.

Will N., Omer and Jesse, dying a 
few years ago, in robust m an­ 
hood, and a sister, Mrs. Taylor 
Lakin also crossed the Lethe.
